Hartwick Pines 
sculpted by lightning

A large white pine just off the 
Old Growth Trail in Hartwick 
Pines was struck directly by 
lightning on July 21, Although 
the tee was not measured prior 
to the blast, it is estimated that it 
‘was 150-160 feet tall before the 
lightning hit it. The burst blast- 
ed the top sixty feet of the tree 
clean off. It sliced a line straight 
down to the base of the tree, 

daunching log sized splinters up 
‘to 100 feet away. 

The park, which is home to a 
49 acre virgin forest of old 
growth pines, was the site of a 
‘massive blast around 2:30 p.m. 
The thunderous sound captured 
the attention of everyone in the 
area, 

' “It shook the building and 
‘everyone in the visitor’s center 
jumped,” said park 
‘Communications Clerk Tina 
MecFalda. Park staff were not 


dinmediately aware of the cause 


The lightning splintered this huge white pine all the 


of the blast or its location. Later 
that day, a park guest discovered 
the source of the commotion, 

“I's impressive, isn’t it?” said 
McFalda. It is impressive 
cnough that the lightning 
scarred tree has already been 
added to the regular park tour 
route. There is a possibility that 
the uce will be added as a 
marked “site of interest” on the 
park footpath, although there 
are no official plans to do so as 
of yet. 

“ICs an interesting tree that a 
fot of people ask about when 
they come in,” said McFalda, 

The strike represents the loss 
of another tree in an important 
growth area that is already 
dwindling in size. Although the 
old growth forest is host to 
many very tall tress, lightning 
strikes remain uncommon. This 
tree ts the best example in 
Hartwick Pines of the damage 
that can be done by a direct bolt 
of lightning.

Secretary of State Terri Lynn 
Land announced that 1.38 mil- 
lion voters cast) ballots in 
Tuesday's primary — election, 
based on unofficial returns. 

“S appland all voters who par- 
ticipated in the primary,” said 
Land, Michigan's chief election 
officer. “They have made their 
voices heard, That’s the essence 
of democracy. We'll be a 
stronger Michigan because of 
their involvement.” 

“The voter turnout rate ts not 
unusual for a primary. Turnout 

was higher in the areas of the 
state where there were highly 
competitive races, critical ballot 
issues or millages before the vot- 
ers,” 

Tuesday’s turnout represents 
20 percent of Michigan's 6.9 
million registered voters. While 
nearly 25 percent voted in the 
2002 primary, areas of the state 
with competitive races clearly 
saw an increase in the number of 
voters participating in this year’s 
primary election, 

For example, Otsego County 
in the (O5th state House district, 
turned out two-thirds more vot- 
ers on Tuesday than in 2002. 
Jackson, Branch, Hillsdale and 
Lenawee counties in the 7th 
Congressional district also saw 
higher turnout in this year’s pri- 
mary over the 2002 primary, 

This also was the first time 
that voters in several precincts 
began using the optical scan sys- 
tem. Land selected optical sean 
as the statewide alternative to 


older voting technology such as- 


punch cards and lever machines. 
Alt Michigan precincts will use 
optical scan by the 2006 general 
election, 

Feedback received from these 
precincts on Tuesday was favor- 
able, 

Land commended local etec- 
tion officials for their commit- 
ment and professionalism which 
contributed to the overall trou- 
ble-free nature of the primary. 

“Michigan is fortunate to have 
a dedicated corps of local public 
servants who keep our elections 
running smoothly,” Land said.

In the 90 days or so until the election, 
candidate Keyes must learn an awful lot 
about Illinois and its problems, or stick 
pretty close to his fully honed conserva- 
tive views on government, politics and 
lite in general. Likely it will be the latter.

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No God or Absolutes? 


We live in a very confusing and 
uncertain lime in American history, 


Many of the so-called elite leaders of 


our nation seem to have no discern- 
ment about right and wrong. Some 
remind us that there are no absolutes 
today, everything is relative. Many 
seem to follow the old Humanist 
maxim, “Nothing is either right or 
wrong, but thinking makes itso.” But 
when they claim there are no 
absolutes, they are declaring their faith 
in atheism and relativism as absolutes, 
They reject God as an absotute, then 
make atheism their absolute. They 
reject the [0 Commandments as 
absolute, then make situatianal ethics 
their absolute, 


God, the Bible, and Christianity 
upon Which this nation was founded 
are under full-scale attack. There is an 
effort to replace the absolute 
“either/or” logic of Western thinking 
based upon God and the Bible with the 
relative “both/and” view of the 
Basters world.

Afler bearing 
this, Zacharias asked the professor a 
question: “Are you telling me that 
when [am studying Hinduism [ cither 
use the both/and logic or nothing else? 
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The Bible Speake 


The professor realizing he had make 
the both/and logic an absolute reluc- 
tantly replied, “The either/or does 
seem to emerge, doesn’t it?” Zacharias 
then reminded the professor, “And as a 
matter of fact, even in India we look 
both ways before we cross the street it 
is either the bus or me, not both of us.” 


Americans are being subtly influ- 
enced by the thinking of Eastern uiys- 
ticism Jeaving them with ao logical 
ability to make a definitive decision 
about right and wrong. It comes out in 
their daily conversations with phrases 
like, ‘“‘neither side is 100% right,” 
“that may be alright for you, but not 
for me.” “I can’t say you as wrong,” 
“you can’t judge me,” “its no skin off 
my teeth,” and the final word in their 
conversation is, “whatever.” Jer. 8:9 
comes to mind: “The wise men are 
ashamed, they are dismayed and 
taken: lo, they have rejected the word 
of the LORD; and what wisdom is in 
them?” But part of this verse does not 
apply to atheists because they refuse 
to acknowledge or feel any shame. By 
rejecting all Gods and absolutes, they 
have become their own god and 
absolute.

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White-cedars at the river's edge 
downstream of Chase Bridge 
within the Mason Tract on the 
South Branch of the AuSable 
River. 

Enclosures were constructed 
around each secdling to prevent 
deer browsing of this native 
tree. 

In time, these seedlings will 
grow to mature trees to provide 
needed shade to maintain the 
cold-water fishery of — the
